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DETAILED ACTION 



1. Restrictionto one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. § 121: 

I. Claims 4-6, drawn to a method for treating an indication resulting from an alpha 6 
subunit containing integrin-mediated pathological condition in a mammal with an 
alpha 6 subunit containging integrin-mediated signal transduction pathway 
modification agent wherein the condition is an inflammation , classified in Class 424, 
subclass 185.1 and Class 514, subclass 17. 

II. Claim 7, drawn to a method for treating an indication resulting from an alpha 6 
subunit containing integrin-mediated pathological condition in a mammal with an 
alpha 6 subunit containing integrin-mediated signal transduction pathway modification 
agent wherein the condition is a cell metastasis , classified in Class 424, subclass 185.1 
and Class 514, subclass 17. 

III. Claim 8, drawn to a method for treating an indication resulting from an alpha 6 
subunit containing integrin-mediated pathological condition in a mammal with an 
alpha 6 subunit containing integrin-mediated signal transduction pathway modification 
agent wherein the condition is coronary heart disease , classified in Class 424, subclass 
185.1 and Class 514, subclass 17. 

IV. Claims 10-12, 15-16, 20-21 and 25-26, drawn to a method for modulating the function 
of an cc6 subunit containing integrin comprising contacting a cell having ot6 subunit 
containing integrin with an alpha 6 subunit containing integrin-mediated signal 
transduction pathway modification agent; classified in Class 435, subclass 7.1. 

V. Claims 13-14, 17-19 and 22-24, drawn to a cell surface complex comprising a cell 
surface a6 integrin subunit and an alpha 6 subunit containing integrin-mediated signal 
transduction pathway modification agent, classified in Class 435, subclass 325. 

VI. Claim 27, drawn to a method for identifying an alpha 6 subunit containing integrin- 
mediated signal transduction pathway modification agent comprising attaching an 
alpha 6 to an affinity column and passing a suspected alpha 6 subunit containing 
integrin-mediated signal transduction pathway modification agent over the affinity 
column, classified in Class 435, subclass 7.93. 



Claims 1-3, and 9 are linking claims and will be examined along with any one of elected Group 
I-III. 
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2. Groups I-IV and VI are different methods. A method of treating, a method of modulating and 
a method of identifying differ with respect to ingredients, method steps, and endpoints; therefore, 
each method is patentably distinct. 

3. These inventions are distinct for the reasons given above. In addition, they have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by different classification and/or recognized divergent subject 
matter. Further, even though in some cases the classification is shared, a different field of search 
would be required based upon the structurally distinct products recited and the various methods 
of use comprising distinct method steps. Therefore restriction for examination purposes as 
indicated is proper. Further, a prior art search also requires a literature search. It is an undue 
burden for the examiner to search more than one invention. 



Species Election 

4. Irrespective of whichever group applicant may elect, applicant is further required under 35 
US 121 (1) to elect a single disclosed species to which claims would be restricted if no generic 
claim is finally held to be allowable and (2) to list all claims readable thereon including those 
subsequently added. 

A. If Group I-III is elected, applicant is required to elect a single specific X such as those 
recited in claim 2 (i.e., Tyr, Tyr-phe, Phe-Phe or Phe-Tyr), a single specific active 
ingredient such as those recited in claim 3 (i.e., anti-leukotrines, beta2 antagonists or 
corticosteroids), and if Group I is elected a single pro-inflammatory agent such as those 
recited in claim 6 (such as fMLP, activated complement fragment, leukotriene B4, 
platelet activating factor, IL-4, IL-6, IL-8, IL-10, IL-13 or TNFa). These are distinct 
species because their structures and modes of action are different which, in turn, address 
different therapeutic endpoints. 

B. If Group IV or V is elected, applicant is required to elect a single specific X such as those 
recited in claims 1 1, 14, 16, 19, , 21, 24, or 26 (i.e., Tyr, Tyr-phe, Phe-Phe or Phe-Tyr). 
These are distinct species because their structures, physiochemical properties and modes 
of action are different. 



Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. § 121 to elect a single disclosed species for prosecution on 
the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be 
allowable. 
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5. Applicant is advised that a response to this requirement must include an identification of the 
species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims readable 
thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that 
all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration of claims to 
additional species which are written in dependent form or otherwise include all the limitations of 
an allowed generic claim as provided by 37 C.F.R. § 1.141. If claims are added after the 
election, applicant must indicate which are readable upon the elected species. M.P.E.P. 
§ 809.02(a). 

Should applicant traverse on the ground that the species are not patentably distinct, applicant 
should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record showing the species to be 
obvious variants or clearly admit on the record that this is the case. In either instance, if the 
examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable over the prior art, the evidence or admission 
may be used in a rejection under 35 U.S.C. § 103 of the other invention. 

6. Applicant is advised that the response to this requirement to be complete must include an 
election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed.
